The Count of Turin Has Obtained 
Satisfaction From Prince 
Henri of Orleans. 



A Duel Over Criticism Written for 
the Press of New York 
and Paris. 



Paris, Aug. 10. — The Count of Turin 
and Prince Henri of Orleans fought a 
duel with swords at 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning in the Boia de Mareehaux. 
Vancresaon M. Leontiff acted as umpire. 
The fighting was moat determined and 
lasted twenty-six minutes. There were 
five engagements, of which two were at 
cloae quarters. Prince Henri received 
two serious wounds in the right shoulder 
and the right Bide of the abdomen. The 
Count of Turin was wounded in the right 
hand. Prince Henri waa taken to the 
residence of the Due de Chatrea and re- 
ceived medical attention. 

The official account as furnished by 
the seconds reciteB fully the circum- 
stances leading up to the encounter. 
The Count of Turin, it says, considering 
the letters of Prince Henri of Orleans to 
Le Figaro offensive to the Italian army, 
wrote him on July 8 demanding a re- 
traction. Thia letter could not be an- 
swered until Auguat 11, the day of the 
arrival of Prince Henri in France. The 
Prince replied to the Count's demand by 
a telegram maintaining the right of a 
traveller to record hiB experiences. 

Prince Henri of OrleanB passed a 
quiet night. Hia condition is now con- 
sidered by bis physicians to be satisfac- 
tory. General Albertin, the Italian of- 
ficer, has withdrawn his challenge. 

London, Aug. It). — A dipatch from 
Rome to-day says it is reported that the 
Pope will excommunicate Prince Henri 
of Orleans and Count Turin, as duelling 
ia forbidden by the Roman Catholic 
church . 

Rome, Aug. 10. — The population of 
Rome, who followed the various phases 
of the great duel with much interest, 
welcomed the result with delicioua en- 
thusiasm. Many of the leading houses 
displayed flags, while the papers flooded 
the streets with special editions, which 
were eagerly bought up. 

The duel grew out of certain criticisms 
made by Prince Henri of Orleans upon 
the conduct of the Italian officers and sol- 
diers while prisoners of Emperor Mene- 
lek of AbyBBinia. These criticismB were 
published early in July last in the New 
York Herald and Paris Figaro, newspa- 
pers for which Prince Henri had been 
writing about his travels in Abyssinia, 
which began last February. 

The particular statements to which 
the Italian press and public, as well bb 
Italian officers, took exception were pub- 
lished on July i last. The words used 
by the Prince were as follows : " Natural- 
ly, the subject which was most often dis- 
cussed was the war (between the Italians 
and Negus), andtbecaptivity of Italians. 
1 um bound to say I am no longer indig- 
nant, but simply disgusted at what I 
hear each day about them. Out 
of respect for a nation with whom 
we are friendly, 1 Bbould have 
been silent if the Italians bad not shown 
disregard for ourselves and moBt repre- 
hensible conduct. Have they not con- 
fessed that had they entered Addis Aba- 
ba victoriously they would have given no 
quarter to any Frenchman, not even to 
small tradesmen'. 1 They added, however, 
with an ironical air, that they would not 
have inflicted the death penalty on 
Frenchwomen, Events did not permit 
them to accomplish their wishes. Al- 
though they came to the capital as prison- 
ers they did not Been to realize it. 
Some of their officers were not ashamed 
to take part in the celebration of the 
anniversary of the battle of Adowa. It 
was Albertin, who, in drinking a toast 
to the health of the Emperor, turned to- 
ward one of our fellow countrymen and 
said : ' Are we not courteous?' To 
which the Frenchman replied : ' Mon 
Dieu, sir, I never saw a Frenchman 
drinking to the health of Emperor Wil- 
iam.' "

He is a member of the 
house of Savoy-Aoeta, and was born in 
Turin in 1870.' He is a son of the late 
Duke of Aosta, and a nephew of King 
Humbert. He holds the rank of Major 
in the Italian cavalry. Hia challenge 
created rather an anomalous situation ; 
for the Count, being a brother of the 
present Duke of Aosta, is a brother-in 
law of Prince Henri'a cousin, Princess 
Helene, whom the Duke of Aosta mar- 
ried in 1805. 

Prince Henri of Orleans was born on 
October 10, 1867, and ia the eldest son of 
Prince Robert Phillippo d'OrleanB, Due 
de Chartres. 



THE FREE TRADE CLUB 

Present a Medal to Mr. Laurier in Token of 
Appreciation of His Efforts for 
the Cause. 

London, Aug. 10. — A delegation of 
members of the Cobden club, headed by 
Lord Farrer, called thia afternoon at the 
Hotel Cecil and presented the Canadian 
Premier, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, with the 
special gold medal of the club struck for 
presentation to the Canadian states- 
man aa a formal recognition of hia at- 
tachment to free trade. The Premier, 
in thanking the delegation, said the 
commercial supremacy of Great Britain 
is assured until the United States shall 
adopt free trade. Sir Wilfrid said later 
he would sail for Canada by the steamer 
Labrador on Wednesday, and added : 
" I am glad to emphasize how I have 
been received everywhere in the most 
cordial manner, particularly by the Pope, 
who filled me with wonderment aa to 
how ao much keen and vigorous intelli- 
gence could be housed in Buch an ema- 
ciated body. The Pope is bent double 
and appeared to be in the frailest health, 
though not troubled by any bodily ail- 
ment; he is mentally brilliant and 
showed a great knowledge of Canadian 
affairs, I was charmed with his exqui- 
site gentleneBB and sympathy." 

a tired"miner. 

He Has Been Over Many Trails But Chil- 
coot Pass Appals Him. 

San Francisco, Aug. 10. — Daniel 
Gable, an old and experienced miner, 
and one of the first to join the rush 
to the Klondyke, has returned, and he 
tells a story calculated to deter others 
from going north in search of gold. 
There is hardly a trail in California, 
Arizona, Nevada or Montana with which 
Gable ib not familiar. When the news 
of the gold strike reached this country 
Gable left the mines in Arizona and 
started for the Klondyke, via Juneauand 
Ohilcoot Paes. Now he iB back, having 
sold his outfit, which cost if235. 
He learned from many experienced min- 
ing men in Juneau and further up that 
it would be suicide to go before spring. 
He says : " Alaska mining men are 
positive that nearly all who are trying to 
get to Dawson City will be frozen up en 
route until spring, and their fate is un- 
certain. I will not answer for the lives 
of the tenderfeet who are now going." 

Promptly Sentenced. 

Madrid, Aug. 10. — Michael Agiallili, 
the assassin of Premier Canovas del 
Castillo, was tried by court martial yes- 
terday at Yergarra, found guilty, and 
sentenced to death. Upon hearing the 
sentence Agiallili turned deathly pale 
and bad to be assisted from the court 
room. He will be garioted within the 
prison. 

Weyler Endorsed at Madrid. 
Madrid, Aug. 10. — The attempt of 
Senor Romo Beldo, the Spanish minister 
of justice, to assume the Conservative 
leadership, has failed. Following his 
public declaration in favor of the reten- 
tion of Captain-General Weyler in Cuba, 
and against any reconciliation with the 
dissident Conservatives, the principal 
Conservative leaders have given their 
assistance to General Azcarraga, the act- 
ing premier and minister for war, who 
remains at the head of the government. 

Antarctic Expedition. 

A-. nvKiti-, Aug. 10.— The steamer Bel- 
gic, with the Gerlache Antarctic expedi- 
tion on board, sailed at 10 o'cluck this 
morning. She has on board provisions 
for two years. 

Disaster at Dresden. 
Berlin, Aug. 10. — A dispatch from 
Dresden announces that a ferry steamer 
plying between the old and the new 
towns capsized. Over fifty persons were 
thrown into the water. Seven people 
are missing. It is feared the loss of life 
will be heavy. 

European Demand for Wheat. 
London, Aug. 10. — The Mark Lane 
Express in its weekly review of the grain 
situation says : " The French wheat liar- 
vest is estimated at 3^,000,000 bushels, 
though excellent judges say not bo much. 
Germany's vield ia expected to be 1,000,- 
000 bushels below 1890. Auslra-Hun- 
gary will be almost self-supporting, witli 
nothing to spare for export. Russia re- 
ports that her wheat is far below the 
average, though not seriouely so.

Canadian Agriculture to Be Adver- 
tised in Northwestern States— 
The Visiting- Scientists.

Ottawa, Aug. 10.— Lord and Lady- 
Aberdeen returned to Ottawa to-day. 
They go to Toronto to-morrow to attend 
the British Association meetings. 

There was quite an influx of British 
icientists into Ottawa to-day, including 
Sir George Robertson of Chitral fame. 
Charles Hawksley, the eminent sanitary 
engineer, and others. Lord Lister will 
be here to-morrow. 

Mr. Blair sails from New York for 
England on Wednesday. It is said hia 
visit is on private business only. 

The Interior department ia arranging 
for a serieB of exhibits of Canadian 
agricultural products at the leading 
fairs in the Northwestern States with a 
view to promoting immigration. 

C. P. R. AFFAIRS. 

Eastern Lines and Steamship Companies 
Have Greater Cause for Alarm as 
to Bonding Privileges. 

Wiknipeq, Aug. 16.— Vice-PreBident 
Shaughnessy of the Canadian Pacific t 
interviewed here regarding the threaten- 
ed abolition of bonding privileges by the 
United Stotes, said: "I have nothing 
new to say in regard to this at present. 
We expect that in the next few days the 
Attorney-General will give an opinion as 
to the legal interpretation of the clause 
of the act relating to the importation 
through Canada, from foreign 
countries, of goods destined for 
United States points. Any effect 
that an adverse opinion might have on 
C.P.R. traffic by way of Vancouver 
would be far lesB important than the 
effect upon the traffic of St. Lawrence 
lines and ships trading to Halifax and 
St. John, which bring" large quantitiesof 
goods from the British Islands and other 
countries for the United States." 

" Is the company seriously consider- 
ing building a line from Edmonton to 
Athabasca Landing to facilitate traffic to 
the Yukon?" was asked. "We have 
not the necesaary information to enable 
ua to decide aa to the practicability o£ 
the scheme. In any case the line from 
Calgary to I^dmonton does not belong to 
us, nor is it controlled in anv way by the 
C.P.R." 

"Has the alien labor law in anyway 
affected the progress of work on the 
Crow's Nest Pass? " "Not the slight- 
est; we have found an ample supply ot 
Canadians for the demand." 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Dogs for Yukon Mail Service— Archbishop 
Langevin Coming to the 
Coast. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 10.— A sergeant of 
the mounted police passed through the 
city to-day on hia way to Nepigou, Miss- 
anable and White River, where dogs are 
to be purchased which he will take to 
Vancouver for shipment North. They 
are for service on the new mail route to 
Klondyke and Dawson City. 

During the recent thunderstorm at the 
Pigeon reserve, near Macleod, an Indian 
named Otter Atore and his boy were 
struck dead. An Indian woman also 
was struck but not killed. 

Archbishop Langevin has gone to Van- 
couver to asaiat in the consecration of 
the Bishop of Westminster. Mgr. Clute 
accompanies him, and after the conse- 
cration will leave for the far North. 

Inspector Strickland of the Mounted 
Police passed through the city yesterday 
on his way back to Yukon. Mrs. Strick- 
land, who has been at l^ort Cudahy for 
two years, will spend the coming winter 
in civilization. 

A trainload of fine cattle left Russell 
on Saturday destined to the Liverpool 
market. 

Rapid progress is being made with 
grading operations on the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway. 

THE AMEER'S POSITION.

— The Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan has issued a firman forbidding 
his subjects to join the rebels now in 
arms against the Indiangovernment.and 
the Afghan governor at Khost lias been 
ordered to punish the Afghans who have 
been raiding camels belonging to the 
Tochi punitive expedition.

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Charles Harford Arrives From Co- 
cos Island, a Multi-llilliou- 
aire but in Distress. 



The Search of the " Aurora " Re- 
sults in Disappointment to 
the Company. 



Disappointed, but as firmly convicted 
in the purpose of their expedition as on 
the day they loft here, the Cocoa island 
traasure hunters, who embarked from 
Victoria on the sealing schooner Aurora 
On the Slat of April last, are all home 
again. That is all excepting two who 
linger, on the ltttle island in the mid- 
Pacific in the hope of finding the object 
of their mission and one whose life ended 
on the homeward voyage. This was 
James Dempster whose death occurred 
on the 2nd August and in whose respect 
the flag of the Aurora, hung at 
half-mast when alio re-entered port. 
Poor Domp8ter» suffered from asthma 
slnd he had made the trip 
partially on account of his ill-health. 
His body was committed to the deep in 
the customary way, being eewed up iu ». 
sail and lowered, weighted, in the Paci- 
fic, Oapt. McDougall reading the burial 
service. The surviving members of the 
expedition are. Captain Fred. Hatchett, 
commander; Captain Wm. McDougall, 
Captain Whidden, Captain F. Mc- 
Dougall, Hardy Murray, W. Living- 
Btone, W. Stafford, and . Mrs. Brennan, 
the widow of a Mr. Keating, whose chart 
was to guide the fortune-seekers in their 
quest. 

This lady is an elderly little woman — 
one whose ambition for treasure seeking 
would, a person would suppose, have 
gone with the tide of years. 
She feels keenly the disappointment 
of the trip, but in Captain Hackett's 
genial hospitality is given little time to 
brood over her disappointment. The 
two who have been left on the island 
are Captain Whidden and W. Living- 
Btone, whom Captain Ilackett has every 
confidence in in finding the long sought 
for bullion. Captain Hackett thinks, 
since lie has had time to reflect over his 
travels, that he was somewhat astray in 
his bearings of the place where the trea- 
sure was stored. He had no prescribed 
bearings to follow, only the directions of 
a hand made chart. The bay oi his des- 
tination was a large one, and in it are 
several still smaller bays. To the wrong 
one of these he believes now that he 
went, but while regretting this he is 
firmly of opinion that the men leit on 
the island will perchance stumble on the 
buried treasure. 

The Aurora arrived at Cocos island 
forty-three days after sailing from Vic- 
toria. At the voyage's end a boat's crew 
of shipwrecked mariners were discovered 
— the sailors who had made their escape 
from the coal laden British ship Buck- 
hurst, whose cargo, as will be remem- 
bered, took fire while on her voyage 
from New South Wales to Panama. The 
mariners were taken aboard the Aurora 
and conveyed to Buriha Point, norlh of 
Panama. On their arrival the men, ub 
the best token of their appreciation of 
the kindnesB extended, presented Capt. 
Hackett with a large and handsome dog, 
which the captain b til 1 possesses. After 
taking the wreked crew to Buriha Point, 
the Aurora returned to Cqws island, nr- 
Xiving on May 27. A search by all hands 
was immediately instituted ashore for 
the treasure. The chart referred to was 
the only guide, and day after day until 
the 25th of July the search was kept up. 
On that date the start for home was 
made, the provisions not lasting long 
enough to warrant a continued stay on 
the island, When the shipwrecked 
mariners were taken from the island 
there were only a comparatively few in- 
habitants, one of whom, an American 
named Charles Harford, being a passen- 
ger to Victoria on the Aurora, and an- 
other, a German named August Gissler, 
who manages a large coffee plantation 
of 50,000 plants in the interests of a New- 
York Syndicate. He has been on the 
island since 1S89 and spent .$15,000 of 
his own money in hunting for the 
treasure. He is described by Captain 
Hackett as a gentleman in every sense 
of the word, including a splendid educa- 
tion. Harford is reticent about what lie 
has done but what he does tell has a 
different complexion on every occasion 
of its narration. He claims to have 
located the hidden bullion for the Costa 
Pica government, who sent liim to the 
island last year on the gunboat Turalta. 
Ho was 10 months on the island and 
since being landed he claims not to 
have received the slightest consideration 
from the Costa Ricans, He was in cor- 
respondence with them yesterday and 
till a late hour had not received any 
reply. How he became acquainted 
with the island story lie does not state. 
He is determined on getting posses- 
sion of the wealth and declares 
that should he not hear from 
the Costa Pica people in the near future, 
lie will lit out a steamer at Victoria ami 
return to the island for the wealth. He 
comes from Rockford, 111., and his story 
about being in straitened circumstances 
is corroborated by Capt. Hackett, who 
says that the man had hardly any clothes 
to his back on leaving the island. The 
movements of Capt. Hackett and his 
man Harford were watched very closely, 
and he states they were right over the 
spot where the bullion was hidden. 
Fearing lest they should happen to find 
it, Harford wrote out the agreement ap- 
pended, which he wished all to sign. 
The agreement was not signed by Capt. 
Ilackett and so did not materialize. It 
rend, with the signatures attached, as 
follows : 

" 1, Charles Harford, have an agree- 
ment with and permission from the 
Costa Rican government to search for 
hidden treasure supposed to have been 
hidden on Cocos island. I was landed 
by the said government on September 
22, 1896, and that government agreed to 
come back for me inside three months. 
Nine months have gone and I have not 
heard from the said government, and be- 
ing in a starving condition and with no 
means to obtain food, and no way to get 
off the inland, and having located a 
largo treasure, I this day make an agree- 
ment with the captain and crew of the 
schooner Aurora, of Victoria, British 
Columbia, to uncover and take half of 
the treasure of whatever nature, whether 
gold, silver of precious stones, for their 
Hide of the agreement, and to land me, 
' C. Harford, at somo convenient port of 
the United StateB with the other half of 



the said treasure. The information we 
came to .the island on proving no good, 
we having hunted, dug and bored and 
were about to return here when the said 
offer was made to us and accepted." 
Thia was Bigned by Charles Harford, A. 
B. Whidden, William D. McDougall, J. 
Dem pster, W. LivingBtone, A. McDougall, 
H. Murray, W. H. Stafford. 

Harford had a little negro boy with 
him and it is said on one occasion the 
little fellow nearly" "let the catout of the 
bag." He saw the Aurora people ap- 
proach dangerously near the treaaure 
and a fit of excitement warned his em- 
ployer of the fact. 

Keating, Mrs. Brennan's former hus- 
band and the man whoso information the 
Victoria searchers followed, belonged to 
St. John's, Newfoundland. He was a 
ship carpenter and many years ago found 
employment on a vessel on which a Cap- 
tain Thompson, a once notorious pirate, 
who is supposed to have hid the treasure 
was employed. Thompson was an English 
desperado "who " swooped " down on the 
little vessel making her escape with all 
the Peruvian bullion from the seat of 
war, which at that time was raging with 
Chili. He killed every man aboard the 
craft, and taking charge of the treasure, 
which included $15,000,000 in gold coin, 
made off for Cocos island. In New- 
foundland the authorities heard of 
Thompson's actions, and lest ho should 
pay the penalty of the law, Keatinc 
smuggled him off on another vessel, 
bound for London, Eng. Having first 
acquired the necessary information 
about the ilh! ln » Pl»C9 of the gold, 
Keating fitted out an expedition 
in St. John and started for 
Cocoa ialand. This \vaa, Bouiewhere 
about 1S44, and the vessel carrying the 
expedition was the Edgecomb. Capt, 
Bogart was in command and Keating 
acted Bimply as director. At the island, 
however, the crew got word of the trea- 
sure, and In order to prevent trouble no 
one but Keating and Capt. Bogart was 
allowed aahore. These two pretended to 
the reat that no bullion could bo found, 
but meanwhile had secreted on their 
clothing all the money they could carry. 
Boarding their ship again they headed 
the Edgecomb for tho bay of Panama. 
There, while disembarking, the captain 
was drowned. He was a very large man, 
and the boat in which he was lowered 
being capsized he fell overboard, sink- 
ing like so much lead. Keatingcrossedover 
the Panama country and found his way 
to Jamaica, from which country ho pass- 
ed to England and afterwards home. In 
1850 a second expedition was organized 
with the Gauntlet, Captain Spence in 
charge. Cocob island was found, but the 
landmark— a large mountain— which on 
Edgecomb's mission directed the navi- 
gators course ashore, had vanished from 
some seismic or other disturbance dur- 
ing the six years or so which had elaps- 
ed, and it was with difficulty that tho 
treasure was again located. Two days 
and as many nights were apeut 
in the Bearch, but in the 
long run tho mine was found, 
and $10,000 in jewels taken. Keating 
then returned home as before, the vessel 
subsequently being lost. On his arrival 
home he waa arrested and charged with 
the murder of Boggart, but charge not 
being substantiated the case fell through. 
Keating then entered into a trading 
business on the coast, but being an un- 
educated man he lost money rapidly. In 
1877 he again turned his attention to 
Cocos iBland, and fitting up the schoon- 
er Koscoe he gave her despatch in com- 
mand of Captain Holland. He offered to 
go with Captain Holland to point out the 
place where '.the treasure was 
stowed awav, but the offer waa 
refused. Consequently Holland's search 
proved fruitless. He made a drawing of 
the j)lace where he visited and ttiia 
sketch he forwarded to Keating on his 
return, Keating saw where he had 
searched not over 10 or 12 feet distant 
from the spot where the wealth lay, and 
this observation he pointed out to Thos. 
Hackett, a friend of his and brother of 
the present Captain Fred Hackett. 
Thomas Ilackett had an expedition all 
ready to start for Cocos island when 
death overtook him. His papers and 
drawings of Cocos island were next for- 
warded to Captain Fred Ilackett and he 
has them now in his possession. 

ABOUT THE PASSES. 

A Traveller Tells Why He Considers the 
Cliilcoot Preferable. 

San Francisco, Aug. 1G. — Mr. Thomas 
Magee, well known as a conservative 
business man and a careful observer 
who accompanied his Bon to Dyea, writes 
to the Associated Press from that point 
to the effect that the ignorance dis- 
played by the crowds who are (locking 
to "the Klondye fields is lamentable. 
The two starting points, Dyea and 
Skagway are separated by four miles of 
salt water. The Dyea trail goes over the 
Cliilcoot paes and involves a climb of 
3,500 feet, while the other, which is not 
yet completed, has a 2,650 foot climb 
over the White pass, and besides being 
six miles longer is boggy in 
places. The Indiana who are the 
sole packers, all pack over the 
Cliilcoot PasB from Dyea. Nearly 500 
pack animals are now eu route and on 
arrival will be pressed into regular pack 
trains, which will remove the chief ob- 
stacle for the transportation of supplies 
over the 35 miles of land, which ia more 
formidable than the 500 miles of water 
on the other side of the Pass.

Laws. 



Au Incipient Strike in the Finance 
Committee Reported by 
Aid. MeCandless. 



An audience of two attended the ses- 
sion of the City Council last evening, 
and in spite of the warm weather there 
was but one vacant seat at the board, 
thatof Aid. McGregor, who is still absent 
from the city. 

" GoodRoadB " won the day last night, 
to use an IriBti expression— the by-law 
to borrow $100,000 having at last passed 
the council, to be submitted to the rate- 
payers for their approval forthwith. 

The Mayor, aB the first item of busi- 
ness in the form of a " Message to Con- 
gress, " pointed out that after having 
looked into the laws governing the mat- 
ter, he had come to the conclusion 
that the council would have to 
re-construct their motion condemn- 
ing certain buildings which had 
been ordered to be pulled down. 
Ilia Worship staled that the by-laws 
while giving authority to condemn single 
buildings contained nothing to permit of 
a number being grouped into one resolu- 
tion, and therefore he returned to the 
council their former resolution for re- 
consideration. It was received and iiled. 

VV. A. Weaver-Bridgman, called atten- 
tion by letter to the fact that beach lires 
are being lit iiiBide the city limits at 
Victoria West and asked that a stop bo 
put to the practice. His Worship had 
already asked Chief Deaey to look into 
the matter and had warned the parties. 
The letter was referred to the chief of 
police for action. 

John Cochrane directed attention to 
the sidewalk on the corner of Yates and 
Douglas streets. The board could not 
agree as to what should be done in this 
matter, so the next item of business was 
taken up. 

This was a report from the superin- 
tendent of the electric light works, ask- 
ing that six additional lamps — coBting 
about $100— be purchased. Received 
and the recommendation adopted. 

The finance committee handed down 
a report in re communications from C. 
H. Lugrin, and F. Elworthy, in connec- 
tion with the purchase of pamphlets of 
the Yukon and the assisting in 
the publication of the Board of Trade 
report, and recommending that neither 
propositions be entertained. With re- 
spect to the advertising. Victoria as an 
outfitting point for the Yukon the com- 
mittee thought that $250 should be ap- 
propriated if the funds were available. 
Also that the insurance on the agricul- 
tural building be reduced to $18,750. 
The report was adopted. 

The streets committee reported re 
Captain Lewis' request for a eidewalk 
on Cross street, James Bay, that it was 
deemed that $20 might be expended in 
this connection, and as to Erskine, Wall 
■& Company's complaint about the side- 
walk on Fort Btreet, it was recommended 
that thiB latter sidewalk be repaired. 
There being no funds to repair Garbally 
road the committee did not think that 
this work should be carried out. The 
report was received and adopted, 

The regular report of the committee 
on finance, appropriating $700 in settle- 
ment of sundry accounts, was adopted; 
also a further report from the same com- 
mittee to pay the sum of $5,000 in con- 
nection with the waterworks improve- 
ment on account of Walk ley, King it 
Casey. 

BY-LAWS. 

The council then went into committee 
•on the wash house by-law. Aid. Me- 
Candless thought that this by-law 
should be bo framed as to do away 
with wash houses conducted by 
either Chinese or white men any- 
where in the residential portion of 
the city. These nuisances were not al- 
lowed in any other city as they were 
here. It was decided that no platform 
for drying clotb.ee should be erected 
within forty feet of any street. A clause 
to provide" that no clothes should be 
hung out to dry within the city limits 
that would be in view of passers-by was 
struck out. 

The committee reported the by-law 
■complete with amendments. The by- 
law was then passed hy the council, 
whenjthe Streets loan by-law was taken 
up. On the motion that the council 
go into committee on thiB by-law, 
Aid. Partridge stated that while it 
would cost $200 to put the by-law before 
the people, in deference to the ideas of 
some real estate owners, although op- 
posed to the by-law, he would vote to 
give the ratepayers a chance to cast their 
votes in the matter. After the way the 
bridge loan by-law had been treated he 
had made up his mind not to favor an- 
other loan for any purpose. 

The council then went into committee 
on the by-law, which was read and 
passed without amendment. 

Aid. Harrison wanted to know why 
Dallas roail had not been included in the 
scheme, and Aid. MeCandless stated that 
the monev would he expended to meet 
the ideas of the board. The scheme as 
outlined was not a hard and fast one. 

Monday, the 30th August, waB fixed 
as the date on which the vote on the 
loan by-law will be taken and Mr, W. 
W. Northcott was appointed returning 
officer, the usual polling places being 
also decided as satisfactory. 

Aid. MeCandless, before adjourn- 
ment, complained that Aid, Partridge 
had not attended a meeting of the 
finance committee for the last live or six 
sessions, and he asked that the Mayor 
ask that alderman to give his 
reasons or else resign, as the 
absence of one more at any 
time would block the city business 
and this was manifestly unfair to the 
other members of the committee. \\ hi e 
Aid. Partridge was in the city be should 
do a share of the work or else resign. 

This brought Aid. Hall to his feet _ to 
sav that ho fully endorsed this complaint 
as'he had not yet had a chance of ab- 
senting himself from a single meeting of 
the finance committee, of which ho is a 
member. . 

His Worship promised to give the 
matter his attention and the meeting 
then adjourned.

STUDENTS OF NATURE. 



A Distinguished Party of Botanista 
•Reach Victoria on Their Way 
to the North. 



Trees aud Plants Not Nuggets and 
Gold Bust the Object of 
Their Quest. 



Three men who plan to go North on 
the Queen on the 22nd inst. are not go- 
ing to seek gold. They are going just to 
see trees aud to revel, from a scientist's 
standpoint, in the wonders of the woods. 

They are John Muir, the California 
sage and naturalist; Prof. C. S. Sargent, 
of the Harvard university arboretum ; 
and Dr. W. X. Canby, of Wilmington, 
Del., a botanist of wide reputation. They 
met by appointment at Band' Springs 
several days ago, and after examining 
certain rare piue species in that region 
came on here. They are at tho Hotel 
Driard. Prof. Sargent and Dr. Canby 
are going up Nanaimo way to-day to 
gather herbarium specimens. They also 
plan to take a run into the forests back 
of Port Townsend before starting North. 

Far up on the Stickeeu river is a for- 
est of giant firs that Mr. Muir worship- 
ped with scientific adoration over fif- 
teen years ago. He plans now to intro- 
duce his friends to these forest kings, 
and to Bpend a week or so camping in 
their shade. They will go to Dyea and 
Skagway, but without any idea of join- 
ing in the scramble for Yukon nuggets. 

" When people look for gold, they Bee 
naught else," philosophically. comment- 
ed Mr. Muir, lastnight. "I'd beafraid to 
do that. It's all a chore — what does it 
amount to? People will go up there and 
get a lot of gold and spend it, but they'll 
be no better off." 

It was on Professor Sargent's report as 
a commissioner of forestry that twenty- 
five or more reservations of forest land 
were made during the last months of the 
Cleveland administration, These reser- 
vations were chiefly in the Sierra and 
Cascade watershed of Washington, 
Oregon and California, and the act 
caused a jolly row among ambitious 
Western senators. The result was that 
tremendous pressure was brought to 
bear on President McKinley, and the 
reservations were ordered held in abey- 
ance until the next session of congress.

ENGLISHMEN WARNED AWAY. 

Sir Louis Davies Says Tliey Would Die in 
the Passes Leading to Klondyke. 

London, Aug.10.— Sir Louis II. Dnvies, 
Canadian minister of inarine and iiaher- 
iea, addressed the London Chamber of 
Commerce to-cliiy. He said every vestige 
of feeling in Canada in favor of union 
with the United States had long ago dis- 
appeared. Canada, he added, had 
nothing to gain thereby. 

Sir Louis warned intending immi- 
grants against the tremendouB difficul- 
ties ol the Klondyke, saying they would 
go there at their own rink and that the 
Canadian government bad not advised 
them. Hundreds and thousands, he 
insisted, were going there ill-provisioned 
and they would die in the passes before 
reaching Klondyke. Mr. Davies said 
that a reaction was certain to follow and 
that Canada would be blamed for it. 

Referring to the new United States 
tariiff, Mr. Davies said tho Dingley bill 
had built up a prohibitive wall against 
Canadian, trade, which the government 
of the Dominion therefoie had resolved 
ahortly to transfer to Great Britain.

NO HEAL CAUSE FOR ALARM. 

A sort of panic seeing to have seized 
the papers about the condition of the 
people, who have gone into the Yukon 
country during the last month, or, more 
correctly speaking, the people who have 
started for that region. We are told 
about the road being strewed with 
blasted hopes and dead men's bones.and 
si lot of other hysterical stuff of that 
character. All of this makes very sen 
sational reading and appeals to the 
-wisdom of the people, who did not go 
"J t also renders the friends of those who 
did go very anxious. It is time to look 
the matter calmly and sensibly in the 
lace. 

There is no need to exaggerate the 
arduous character of the journey, but it 
is not specially perilous. People will be 
drowned and others will lose their life 
in other ways. A young man attempted 
lo cross a stream on the Skagway Pass 
siaing a partially submerged log for a 
bridge. He had a 70-pound pack on his 
shoulders and a package in each hand 
He slipped, fell into the rapid 
•water and was drowned. He W8B 
a fine young fellow, as those 
who knew him will testify; but a man 
•who would take Buch a risk would 
stand a good chance of meeting the same 
fate on the placid waters of Victoria 
Arm. If people are not in too much of 
a hnrry, if they avoid needless risks, if 
ihey have plenty to eat and do not get 
too far away from fuel, there is not any 
more reason why they should die on the 
Yukon journey than anywhere else. 

2t will be said that not one in ten of 
Ihoae who have started will reach Daw 
eon City this winter. Let this be grant- 
ed. But except in the case of persons, 
•who expect when they get there to work 
for wages, what particular difference 
will it make to any of them whether they 
winter at Dawson City or Lake Tagish 
It is just possible that they might be 
more comfortable at the latter point. 
They would have more daylight, prob- 
ably no more snow and it is doubtful if 
they would have such extreme cold 
weather. Spring would open earlier and 
the very severe winter that is to be ex- 
perienced further down the Yukon would 
likely be broken at times by a chinook 
wind. They can get fuel just as well one 
place as another and will find more game 
around the lakes than further down the 
Stream. "About all the most of them 
need count upon doing this winter is to 
keep themselves in fuel, and if they can 
make snowshoes, do a little hunting. 

It is true that they will have to win- 
ter in tents, but this does not necessarily 
mean suffering, Indeed if a sheltered 
place in the timber is selected this 
autumn and a small excavation is made 
over which the tent is put up and the 
snow, when it comes, is banked up 
aronud the tent, a fairly comfortable 
place will be provided. It will not be 
very elegant or commodious, but that ib 
about the only sort of an arrangement 
most of them could expect if they got to 
Dawson 'City. Some of the people of 
Rossland put in last winter in shacks not 
much more comfortable, so far as warmth 
goes, than such tents would be. Just 
below Frederickton, N.B., on the hill- 
aide, can be seen the excavations made 
by the Loyalists, who went there in 1783, 
and lived through the terribly severe 
winter of 1783-84 in canvass tents banked 
with enow. 

The people who fail to get across the 
Passes will be more uncomfortable, be- 
cauae they will have to contend with a 
jrreat deal of severe and changeable 
vaather ; but wo hope that most of them 
will get over. There will be a month or 



two of good weather yet, and every day 
the situation ought to improve, as the 
people get more familiar with what they 
havo to contend with. As the summitof 
the White Pass is only 2,000 feet above 
the sea, it is within the range of proba- 
bility that it may be kept open all win- 
ter. We are informed that last winter 
there was only four feet of snow on the 
summit. 

So taking the whole situation into con- 
sideration we conclude that there is no 
need for undue anxiety on account of 
those who have set out for the Yukon, 
and that while there is not the least 
probability that a large percentage of 
them will get down the river thiB year, 
most of them will be quite as well off as 
if they did, and possibly even better. 
They will put in a hard winter, wherever 
they are; but they counted on this pre- 
sumably before they started. 



PRO VINCI AL AID TO 

A ROUTE TO THE YUKON. 

Some of the Mainland papers have 
shown a disposition to find fault with 
the provincial government for not doing 
more than it has done to provide a way of 
getting into the Yukon country. Com- 
plaint on this score is unfounded. We 
do not say that the government may 
not properly do more than has been 
done in this regard, hut two points 
ought to be kept in mind. One is that 
it is not yet placed beyond all reasonable 
doubt which is the best route to the 
Yukon. To commit the province to any 
largo expenditure until this preliminary 
point had been settled would be unwise, 
and would be condemned by no one 
more unsparingly than by those who 
now complain that a large expenditure 
has not been made. It waB in no sense 
the duty of the government to inform it 
Belf on these points in advance. True, 
some very promising reports came from 
the Yukon last year and the year before, 
but the localities to which they referred 
were far beyond the liritish Columbia 
boundary, and there would have been 
just cause for complaint if the provincial 
government, had rushed ahead to pro- 
vide a route across the province by 
which they could be readily ' reach- 
ed. The Dominion government might 
have done so, but we ha™ not 
observed any disposition to find 
fault either with the Conservative ad 
ministration for not doing anything in 
this line two years ago, or with the Lib- 
eral ministry for its inaction last year and 
this year. Even though the federal 
authorities felt called upon to send iu 
Mounted Police to maintain order, it did 
not seem to occur to either the present 
Ottawa ministry or its predecessors that 
anything ought to be done to better the 
channels of communication. With this 
we have found no fault and find none 
now. Indeed, if it had not been for the 
phenomenally rich strike on the Klon- 
dyke no one would even now think that 
urgent neceBaity existed for a railway or 
even a wagon road into trie interior. Dr. 
Dawson's reports have warranted the 
conclusion that the development of the 
Yukon valley would make better means 
of communication imperative; but no 
one anticipated for a moment any such 
emergency as has arisen. Therefore, 
while we have no fault to find with the 
fe Icral ministry for its failure to foresee 
what has happened, so we claim that the 
provincial government muBt be held 
wholly blameless in the premises also 

A question arises as to how far the 
provincial government is warranted in 
going in a matter of this kind, With- 
out fuller consideration we hesitate 
about expressing an opinion. Two 
grounds can be suggested on which the 
provincial government might ask the 
legislature to build a wagon road or give 
cash aid to a railway. One is that by an 
expenditure of this kind, business, which 
would otherwise seek other channels, 
can be brought to British Columbia 
cities. It may be that the direct ad- 
vantage to the people of this province, to 
be derived from the full control of the 
Yukon trade, might be so great as to 
warrant the legislature in aiding to some 
extent in opening a line of communica- 
tion. The other is that such railway or 
highway would open valuable mineral 
districts in this province. On both these 
points more consideration is necessary, 
and more information is needed than 
anybody has been able to give or acquire 
as yet, and therefore on this ground we 
hold that the question of provincial aid 
to tho opening of a route to the Yukon 
may properly be regarded, for the 
present, as an open one. Much more 
will be known beforo the end of the 
year, and we think it right to say that if 
the government suspends action pending 
the receipt of further information, they 
have a right to expect their critics to 
Buspend judgment in the meantime. 



GOVERNMENT BY INJUNCTION. 

The striking miners in Pennsylvania 
want to hold meetings and march in pro- 
cession, but they are being restrained by 
injunction from the federal courts. Thus 
a most serious issue is being forced to 
the front. Government by injunction 
is something new under tho sun. This 
is the argument by which it is support- 
ed : A man has a right to conduct hie 
business without interference from oth- 
ers; if others interfere they may be re- 
strained by injunction; if they refuse to 
obey the injunction they are guilty of 
contempt; if guilty of contempt they 
may be imprisoned in the discretion of 
the court, and, if they refuse to submit 
to arrest, they defy the authority of the 



United States and troops may be called 
out to subdue them. 

This new and startling doctrine ori- 
ginated at the time of the railway riots. 
Strikers interfered with certain railways 
that were being operated by receivers 
appointed by the United States district 
courts, and it was held that this was an 
interference with the court itself, and 
therefore punishable summarily by a 
judge, without the intervention of a jury. 
While this will be good law as 
long as the Supreme court of the 
United States so holds, that is good 
law within the United States, we submit 
that it is not good law in this country, 
and that in holding it to be good the 
courts of the United States have de- 
parted from tho principles of the com- 
mon law, which is the bulwark of Anglo- 
Saxon freedom. 

The right to punish persons for con- 
tempt must necessarily be vested in all 
courts, otherwise the orderly adminis- 
tration of justice would be impossible. 
Hence every judicial tribunal is vested 
with authority summarily to punish 
those who interfere with its proceedings. 
This doctrine has been extended to apply 
to what are known as constructive con- 
tempts, that is, to acts not done in the 
presence of the court, but calculated to 
impair the fair and impartial disposal 
of a cause. Some judges are inclined to 
push this phaso of the law to an ex- 
treme; but on the whole the power, aB 
exercised by British courts, has lately 
been greatly abridged. The Court of 
Chancery, having no power of arrest in 
the first instance, and being without 
authority to levy and sell property, de- 
vised a plan for executing its decrees 
and orders by holding a refusal to obey 
them a contempt, punishable by im- 
prisonment until the contempt was 
purged. It has been held in a Canadian 
court that for a solicitor to advise his 
client not to pay a sum of money, which 
the Court of Chancery had directed him 
to pay, was a contempt that could only 
be purged by the payment of the amount 
with costs by the solicitor himself. 

It has never been held in British courts 
that tho power to punish for contempt 
was properly used to redress public 
wrongs, except in so far as the inter- 
ference with the orderly administration 
of justice is a public wrong. If a man 
should strike a judge, while engaged in 
holding court, the oll'ence would cer- 
tainly be a contempt of court, but the 
contempt would be merged in the assault. 
The judge might and properly would 
order the man at once into custody, but 
he would not undertake to puniBh him. 
He would leave that to the criminal 
court. So if a man should BUBpact that 
another was about to commit a burglary 
he would not sue out an injunction 
against him, and if the burglary were 
committed, proceed against him for 
contempt. So neither would our courts 
forbid by injunction men from forming a 
combination to do an unlawful act by 
violence, or from holding a public meet- 
ing, or from marching in procession, un- 
less in the last two cases it could be 
shown that some private wrong would 
necessarily be caused if the injunc- 
tion were not granted. If an organized 
body of men should intend to do some- 
thing that would injure a private citizen, 
the court might restrain them, but we 
submit that a British court would not do 
so, if the contemplated act were in the 
nature of a crime or misdemeanor, and 
that in any case, if such an injunction 
were granted, and the act having been 
committed was found to bo unlawful per 
ae, the remedy would be by indictment 
aud not by proceedings on contempt. 
We grant that it may not be in every 
case very easy to draw the line, but we 
are confident that no British court would 
consider a proceeding by way of con- 
tempt the proper way for determining 
how far people may go in the right of 
public assembly. We believe the United 
States courts have pushed the use of the 
injunction and contempt proceedings to 
an intolerable extent and within a 
measurable distance of absolution, for it 
must be remembered that the judges, 
who exercise these powers, are appointed 
by the President, who is also commander 
in-chief of the army.

Indeed, the practice 
where horses are carried on a long jour- 
ney is to give them snug-fitting stalls, so 
that the roll of the ship or the Bwaying 
of the train, as the case may be, will not 
throw them about. If the hold of tho 
steamer is well ventilated horses ought 
to suffer no great discomfort on the short 
journey from here to Skagway, which 
will take only about five days ; not eight 
or ten as our correspondent thinks. In- 
spection of the holds of some of theBhips 
carrying horses and cattle on trans-At- 
lantic voyages will Bhow that the rule is 
to give them as little room in their stalls 
as they absolutely require. Everything 
turns on the matter of ventilation.

EXPENSIVE EXPERIENCE. 

A Calgary Bank Manager Learns at Con- 
siderable Cost That Appearances 
Are Deceitful. 

It is currently reported that the agen- 
cy of Molson's Bank at Calgary iB out 
something between $7,000 and $10,000, 
while two or three shrewd American 
sure-thing men have a huge joke to 
themselves with the accompaniment of 
cash. The details of the transaction are 
said to be as follows : Briefly, there was 
a man who had a gold brick— a beautiful 
piece of yellow metal which— had it not 
been that appearances are deceitful— 
would have been worth by actual weight 
$21,000.

CHEERED BY CROWDS 



The " Islander " Follows the " Bris- 
tol" ou Her Course to the 
Golden North. 



How the Rumor Maker Is Kept 
Busy— A Trag-edy Reported 
From Beunett Lake. 



There was grave anxiety among the 
friends of the argonauts on board the 
Bristol on Sunday morning when ru- 
mors gained circulation everywhere that 
she had been forced to put into the near- 
est harbor for a readjustment of cargo. 
Freight had been piled so high above the 
ordinary limit line, extra decks rising 
one above another for the accommoda- 
tion of horses and their supplies, that to 
the inexperienced landsman's eye the 
vessel seemed top-heavy, and fears that 
she might turn turtle in the first rough 
sea were freely expressed even before the 
stiin was lost to the Bight of the watchers 
on the wharf. 

Hence it was that, although 
the Straits were as calm and 
unrullled as any millpond, the 
subsequent rumors were by many 
accepted as correct without investiga- 
tion, and much uneasiness was caused 
until it waB found that the steamer had 
passed Oak and Cadboro bays safely and 
when last reported was making for 
Comox mines, where, according to the 
original plans of her charterers, she was 
to fill her bunkers with a thousand tons 
of coal, amplv sufficient to properly bal- 
last her. She took in this extra weight 
yesterday morning, and is now well on 
the way to Skagway. 

The incident shows merely how 
rumora may grow and find acceptance 
when based upon nothing more than a 
shadow. The Klondyke boom has been 
particularly productive of these news 
items born of vivid imagination, and 
yesterday a climax was reached in 
the widely circulated report that the 
famous Portland had called in at De- 
parture Bay with $7,000,000 in yellow 
dust on board. She had sailed from St. 
Michaels, the rumor had it, but had 
been advised that pirates intended to 
board and sack her off the Vancouver 
Island coast, and to circumvent them 
had chosen the inside passage. 

Of course there was nothing in the 
story— it only served to illustrate the 
fertility of the Klondyke romances re- 
sources of imagination. 

Many of the scenes incidental to the 
Bristol's departure were re-enacted op 
Sunday evening at the sailing of the 
Islander. She, too. is tilled to 1110 limit 
of her capacity with passengers, pack 
animals and supplies, which she will 
discharge at Skagway in a lew days. The 
largest crowd on record assembled at the 
wharf to cheer the departing fortune 
seekers who formed her company, and 
sharp at the hour advertised she cast off 
her lines, Oommordore Irving having 
evidently been in earnest when lie an- 
nounced his intention of overhauling the 
Bristol before their destination was 
reached. 

There are an even half dozen news- 
paper and magazine correspondents 
among the Islander's passengers, with 
numerous speculators and investors, 
three Salvation Army soldiers bound for 
Dawson City, mounted police in their 
striking uniforms of red, a little coterie 
of " sports," and the many miners. 

Among the sports the most notable is 
" Denver " Ed. Smith, who at one time 
aspired to championship honors in the 
ring. Frank Slavin, with his manager, 
Eddie Boyle, and a brace of lesser pugi- 
listic lights went up to Dawson City Bix 
weeks or so ano, and are reported to be 
coining money with their exhibition of 
fistic art. Smith is looking for a match 
with Slavin, and while ho is prepared to 
try his hand at honest mining if he can- 
not make a fortune quicker or more 
easily, he and his New York friend and 
manager bslieve that a match can be got

on for a purse sufficiently large to enable 
the victor to retire. They look upon 
Dawson City as a coming Bporting cen- 
tre and the scene of great ring battles 
during the next two or three years. 

The departing prospectors are not at 
all depressed or discouraged by the news 
received during the paat forty-eight 
hours of misadventures to those who 
have gone before them, Dwight Fowler, 
of Seattle, and ThomaB Wall, of Nanai- 
mo, drowned in the racing rapida of 
Dyea river, and Fred. Pierce, of Stock- 
ton, Cal., dead with a bullet hole in his 
temple at Lake Bennett. 

The I'ierce fatality occurred on the 
31st of July laBt, and, according to a let- 
ter received by Mr. C. M. Benson, was a 
case of deliberated suicide. I'ierce, who 
was a youth of not more than twenty, 
had found the passage from Skagway 
particularly trying, and on reaching 
Lake Bennett had the misfortune to lose 
his entire outfit through the coming to 
pieces of a raft. He was rescued by his 
companions, but as Boon as he learned 
that hie supplies were gone he snatched 
a revolver from the belt of one of the 
party and before any of them surmised 
his intention shot himself through the 
head. The body was buried close at 
hand, with a wooden Blab above the 
rude grave narrating to those who may 
hereafter paea that way the sad circum- 
stances. Pierce is said to have a mother 
living at Utica, N.Y. 

Among the Islander's passengers, 
Commissioner Herchmer and the men 
of the Northwest Mounted Police were 
unquestionably the most conspicuous by 
reason of their Bhowy uniforms. The 
Commissioner does not accompany the 
party beyond Vancouver, whence he re- 
turua to his headquartera in Calgary. As 
to the gay red coats and riding breeches, 
they will give place to more rough-and- 
ready costume juBt as soon as the moun- 
tain climbing commences. 

Another conspicuous party is com- 
posed of six Montana men, equipped 
and outfitted here by their leader, Col. 
Sam Ward. The latter is already rated 
a millionaire several times over, but this 
doeB not detract in any way from his 
enthusiasm. It is a historic fact that 
the majority of millionaires do not find 
enjoyment in living in luxury upon the 
capital at their command. Col. Ward 
would indeed be miserable, according to 
his own statement, were he condemned 
to a life of inactivity— and he is but one 
of very many who have contracted the 
gold fever not through pressure of neces- 
sity. Among the Bristol's passengerB 
there are no fewer than a dozen men 
who are already moderately wealthy, but 
who are nevertheless as eager as the 
poorest of their travelling companions to 
reach the diggings and commence the 
search for gold. 

There are three Montreal parties also 
on the Islander, whose leaders, like Col. 
Ward, outfitted in Victoria after careful 
inquiry as to prices here and on Puget 
Sound. They purchased here because it 
was infinitely more profitable to do so, 
and their example in this respect is 
worth whole columnB of argument. The 
largest of these Montreal parties ia headed 
by JoBph Dempsey, n special correspond- 
ent of the Montreal Herald, and a miner 
on his own account and by choice. His 
comrades are nine French Canadians of 
superb physique, who have had years of 
experience in the lumber woods and on 
the rivers of Eastern Canada, and for 
whom the wilderness of the North 
possesses no terrors either climatic or 
otherwise. The second Montreal party 
consists of William Mcintosh and six 
men. These parties have been staying for 
some timo at the Dominion hotel, and 
having consulted with Steve Jones, the 
proprietor of that house, took his advice 
and outfitted here. The preparation of 
these and other parties for their journey 
kept Victoria business houses actively 
employed to the very hour of the Mend- 
er's departure. Necessity imposes some 
unwelcome obligations and included in 
these was Sundav work for the entire 
staff of several local wholeaalo houses. 

Stories of the departing prospectora 
are of course much in evidence 
along the waterfront during theso 
days of excitement. One of theEO

A Member of the Old Guard Recalls 
the Diiliculties of Mining 
iu Cariboo. 



A Likely Effect of the P.-I.'s Anti 
Canadian Agitation— The 
Stickeeu Territories. 



To the Editor: — I did not think it 
necessary to notice the suggestion that 
the upper Yukon territory may be in 
British Columbia, because the Imperial 
act which, in Lord Lytton's words, 
" erected the colonyout of the wild lands 
of the Northwest," iixed the sixtieth 
parallel as its northern boundary, and 
because, anyhow, the " the right to ad- 
minister " a territory is adill'erent thing 
from the beneficial possession of it. 
would like, however, to be permitted to 
state the principles which have to be re 
garded in estimating the extraordinary 
views that have been expressed by Am- 
erican newspapers respecting the rights 
of Canada on the Yukon, where no 
boundary question exists. 

The general rale is, that the people of 
a country have a right to all its natural 
products and resouroes, and to the ex 
elusive use of its domain, subject, prac 
tically, however, in these modern days, 
to the somewhat vague restrictions im- 
posed by what is called international 
comity. 

It ia a breach of this comity for a na- 
tion to withdraw altogether from inter- 
course and commerce with other na 
tions, particularly if the oflending na 
tion, by the bounty of nature, produces 
things that are very useful to mankind. 
Such a breach, in the case of China, has 
been punished by war on the part of the 
Western nations. Isolation of this kind 
however, by any of the leading nations, 
is, practically, impossible, and need not 
be considered, as we live in a commer- 
cial era, in which every natiop is trying 
to extend its commerce. Comity among 
these nations sets up a generally recog- 
nized standard for international conduct 
in matters unprovided for by treaties, 
and for the conventional prourieties of 
intercourse. It does not deny the right 
of a nation to restrict immigration, to 
lessen imports by tariffs, or to hamper 
intercourse by a passport system — these 
things being presumed to he related to 
the interests, the necessities or the se- 
curity of the nation concerned, in de- 
grees which itself is the best judge of. 

There is consequently no breach ot 
comity in the imposition, respectively, 
by Canada or the United States, of cus- 
toms duties on all imports from other 
countries, nor in either of these powers 
Javoring, at will, particular countries by 
levying lower duties on imports from 
them. Nor would there be any breach 
of comity if either of these countries dis- 
criminated between its own people and 
foreigners, with respect to regulations 
for carrying on business, or the acquisi- 
tion or holding of property in its own 
territory. True, a discrimination carried 
to the extent of practically preventing 
foreign-persons of the white race from 
carrying on business at all in a particu- 
lar nation, might, perhapt, be considered 
indefensible, as tending to the isolation 
which comity forbids, but this is hardly 
a question in these days, though 
liussia discriminates in that man- 
ner against the Jewe. The Trans- 
vaal lias been mentioned in 
these Yukon discussions, but under a 
misapprehension ; that is the case of the 
breach of a convention which regulates 
1 he relations of a sovereign and a de 
pendent power. The above principles 
are well understood, and their applica- 
tion in any nation ia wholly a question 
of expediency, within the lines which 
they prescribe. 

Now, what has been the policy so far 
oi Canada in the Yukon'.' She has exer- 
cised no discrimination of any kind. 
Jler comparatively mild customs laws 
include the Yukon as they include Nova 
Scotia, and just as the more severe cus- 
toms laws of the United States extend 
from Maine to Alaska. Her land laws, 
with respect to foreigners in general, are 
as liberal as those of the United States. 
Her mining regulations for the Yukon, 
whether wise or unwise, give no advan- 
tage to the Canadian over the foreign 
miner, differing notably in this from 
some of the U.S. mining laws. More- 
over, at great coat, Canada within a 
short time iias made more provision for 
settled government in tier portion of the 
Yukon territory than the United States 
have made in Alaska during the whole 
time since they acquired it. 

I may add as to Yukon mining in 
general that my forecast is that its con- 
ditions will be, on the average, worse for 
the prospector and probably better for 
the capitalist than in any mining region 
heretofore discovered in "this part of the 
world. This should lie regarded in the 
mining regulations. 1 do not know 
where some of the Eastern news- 
papers got their notion that pla- 
cer mining does not encourage in- 
dustries. The only difference between 
placer and any other mining in this re- 
bpect'is that placer mining encourages 
industries more rapidly owing to its 
greater power of attracting population. 
Not a few important cities owe their 
start and much of their continuing pros- 
perity to the long buckskin wallet. 
Strange power of gold, when discover- 
able so that you may handle it — the 
only metal lor which men have a physical 
love— " thou visible gold "—as Shake- 
speare says in the finest lines ho ever 
wrote—" that solder'st close impossi- 
bilities and makeat them kiss." One 
educative effect 01 a " chee chaco's " trip 
to Klondyke will be a decreased readiness 
to jibe pleisantly at the old Cariboo 
miner — turn of the weather-beaten face, 
slow speech and honest, lar oil' gaze — for 
the trip to Klondyke, down good water, 
except for a bit of land travel over a pass 
jiot higher than the Silver King mine at 
Nelson is a picnic compared to the long 
upstream or trailless route to Cariboo, 
before the wagon road was built. I have 
carried a sixty-live pound pack forty 
miles through a snowy pass without a 
trail, and so may venture to speak of 
that as well of international comity, and 
I must say that I cannot imagine 2,000 
men of the " old guard," lying for weeks 
with ample stores (including bicycles) at 
the foot of a mountain without making 
an effective organized effort to improve 
the means of crossing it. No lack of 
willingness, pluck or strength I dare say 
—what I notice ia the absence of the In- 
stinct of organization to overcome dilli- 



culties which characterizes veteran pros- 
pectors and soldiers, and, more particu- 
larly, sailora. A few years ago Colonel 
Kelly took a column of Sepoys with 
mountain guns two hundred miles 
through Himalayan paeseB to relievo 
Chitral, and little talk about it— and not 
a " bike " in the outfit.

MIM4RS' "RIGHTS. 

To the Editor:— At a time when 
thousands of miners are making tracks 
to the newly discovered gold regions in 
the North West Territory, it may not be 
inopportune on my part to point out 
through your valuable medium some 
reasons why the proposed miners' laws 
laid down by the Dominion government 
are impracticable, in my humble opin- 
ion, which is baaed on and gathered 
from practical experience in mining 
camps, both in South Africa and in 
California. 

Firstly, in regard to the appropriation 
by the government of alternate claims it 
is not feasible and most adverse to 
miners obtaining the beBt returns, be- 
cause it prevents miners in parties of 
two or upwards working and co-operat- 
ing together, which is obsoiutely neces- 
sary in many cases, and which obviates 
much difficulty and heavy expense in 
lumber for flumes and also cutting 
union ditches if required. 

It is usual when water has to be con- 
veyed through flumes or ditches that 
the miners mutually agree to run them 
across their individual claims for the 
benefit of all, therefore, the fact of every 
other claim being government property, 
it would be an act of trespass and might 
cause confiscation of all mining inter- 
ests. 

I would Buggest that if the government 
wish to absorb the miners' rights and 
become claim holders let it be done in 
solid blocks or reservations, and not at 
the expense of the miner who has to 
toil and pan many miles before he 
strikes a good paying prospect. 

Secondly. Miners isolated from each 
other cannot readily lend his neighbor a 
hand, as ia the common practice in an 
emergency. 

Thirdly. No two miners could drift 
or tunnel very far if only 100 feet each, 
and a government claim intercepting 
and preventing any combination, unless 
they have the capital required to pur- 
chase the ground which separates them 
and preventing the best results. 

Fourthly. Humping dirt in many 
cases would be very difficult and incon- 
venient in such limited spaces, as in 
many mining casea unity is strength.

The writer 
in question's law therefore, being subject 
aB above to political biaB, ia untrust- 
worthy. "British Columbia," taken 
broadly, may he fairly held to mean 
"the franchises of British Columbia," 
which would embody the Stickeeu Ter- 
ritories, and these would thua fall out- 
side of the first order. To pass on to 
the latter— passed nine years after con- 
federation—This cannot Bet aside the 
terms of confederation, in my view. No 
Imperial order-in-council can override 
tho U.N. A. act, which was framed to 
allow confederation. Further, even if 
the administrator's criminal powers 
were shorn off hereby (which I do not 
acknowledge), tho lieutenant-governor 
or provincial house would still make the 
mining laws, for that is " the law for 
the time being in force in the said Dom- 
inion." The order does not put such 
territories under the thumb of the min- 
ister of the interior. However, my 
ground is that this 1SS0 order ia too late 
to touch the passed terms of confedera- 
tion. I am at odds with the legal bosom 
of an editorial sanctum that " the com- 
bined effect" of two orders-in-council 
can do more than either by itself. Had 
the Hon. Clifford Hifton been in power 
here and tho Hon. J. H. Turner at Ot- 
tawa, Mr. Archer Martin would, me- 
thinks, have shrunk from such opinion. 
But where are " provincial rights," now 
that the tide is flowing? 

Trust we do, that the Lieutenant- 
Governor, now amongst us again, will at 
once show the strong arm by backing 
the Governor-General's warrants to our 
judges "as administrator," so as to 
have courts there, and hnve a proclama- 
tion in the Gazette bringing in our min- 
ing laws. The appointment of an ex- 
ecutive council by ordinance can wait 
over a little until spring. But fearless 
leadership on the two first questiona ia 
called for, and speedily.

The other order-in-council, dated 31st 
.Tnl v, 1880, upon another address, dated 
3rd May, 1878. This latter hands over 
(saving Newfoundland and its depen- 
dencies) '-'all British territories and pos- 
sessions in North America not already 
included within the Dominion of Can- 
ada." 

Now not so very long ago Mr. Archer 
Martin laid down from the platform

Soa- 
son the fish with half tho salt and pep- 
per. Put a generous hall of the butter 
in a small saucepan on the liro. When it 
is hot, add tho Hour and stir till the mix- 
ture is smooth and frothy. Boil up once 
and stir iu tho rest of tho seasoning. 
Put a layer of tho sauce in a small bak- 
ing dish, alternating with tho fish, hav- 
ing sauce on top. Spriuklp over with 
the bread crumbs and dot with tho lost 
of tho butter. Bake in amodoratoly hot 
oven 20 minutes.

GRAPES AND THE APPENDIX. 



Vile Little Seedn Are Not So Dangerous u> 
Hub Boon Claimed. 

Things have been said about tho bane- 
ful and delicious juice of the grape over 
since the olden time when Noah found 
out about it aud camo thereby to grief, 
but even beforo that men ato grapes, 
and only within tho last decado have 
they been talked to about that. It is 
only sinco surgeons began to mako 
money hunting for grape seeds in tho 
vermiform appendix that people havo 
been afraid to eat grapes and to eat 
them straight. 

It now appears that in all tho thou- 
sands of cases famous, and possibly in 
Bomo cases infamous, in which this new- 
fashioned 9urgical operation has been 
performed there is not ono case in 
which a grape seed or any other littlo 
bullet shaped thing has been found in 
the vermiform appendix. Tho whole in- 
terior of the appendix is only big enough 
)o admit a medium sized darning needle. 
Nobody knows what it is there for, but 
it must havo been useful at somo time. 
It is a case of tho surv ival of tho unfit, 
like tho wisdom teeth, which aro of so 
littlo use to most people, and the ton- 
sils, which cause so much trouble now 
and then. 

Tho tonsils and tho appendix are 
both unused parts of tho body and pe- 
culiarly liablo to disoaso because they 
aro not strengthened by use. If inflam- 
mation attacks them, they aro nnablo to 
resist. Thus many diseases which havo 
been ascribed to peritonitis or colio or 
a mysterious providence of somo kind 
havo been due to the diseased condition 
of this little useless organ of tho human 
system, and if the trouble had been dis- 
covered in time tho appendix could have 
been removed, and all would have been 
well. 

This remedy, therefore, is not in avoid- 
ing grapo seeds, which do not causo tho 
trouble, but in keeping us well and as 
strong as possible, and in case of sud- 
den illness calling a reliablo doctor, 
who will know what tho matter is. 
Somebody once said that most peoplo 
use a doctor to enable them to sin 
against tho laws of nature with impu- 
nity. But that is a bad uso for him. — 
Washington Times. 



A BIT OF HISTORY.

Gcrmnutown, ra., Was Oreo Called the 
Capital of the Country. 

A pupil in tho Boys' Grammar school, 
on Lafayette street, Germantown, was 
asked by his teacher "when tho first 
congress occupied tho Germantown 
academy, located on West School lano. " 
It was a puzzle, of course, to tho young 
scholar, who was at a loss to find any- 
thing in print verifying such an event. 
The facts, however, from which tho 
false impression has frequently obtained 
aro as follows: The government of tho 
United States was first inaugurated in 
New York in 1789, but by act of con- 
gress Philadelphia was made tho capital 
of the nation from 1790 until 1800. In 
1793 tho yellow fever became epidemic 
in this city, and it was iu October of 
that year that the governor of Pennsyl- 
vania asked the board of trustees to ac- 
commodate the house of assembly, and 
a similar request for quarters camo from 
congress. 

At the November meeting following 
the board proffered to congress tho 
choice of the school building, but thcro 
is no minuto evidence to show that con- 
gress accepted tho generous offer. At 
this time Washngton resided in German- 
town, and the town was spoken of as 
the government place of the state, and 
also of the United States. Jefferson, 
then secretary of state, and Randolph, 
attorney general, occupied tho building, 
some years ago torn down to extend the 
site 011 which the National bank now 
stands, at Main street and School lane. 

So, with Washington, Thomas Jeffer- 
son and John Kandolph residing is Ger- 
mantown, it is not strange that the con- 
clusion should bo formed that congress 
was in session at the sanio time. Al- 
though the Germantown academy never 
had the honor of accommodating con- 
gress, a few years later, in 1798, whe.u 
tho yellow fever made its appearance 
again in this city, the banks of North 
America and of Pennsylvania did find a 
temporary place of safety in the old 
academy. — Philadelphia Record. 

Lace Lappets. 
If you know anybody who has a pair 
of old fashioned lace lappets, says it 
fashion writer, you may recommend 
her 10 utilize these in the following 
fashion: On the next evening or dinner 
gown the lappets may begin almost 
touching each oilier at the waist, and, 
gradually parting, form a trimming 
down tho front of tho skirt, ending in 
immense quadruple bows of satin rib- 
bon, which must be stabbed through 
with diamond buttons or clasps, or, tin- 
other way, as the cookery books say, 
line the lappets with velvet or satin of 
some bright color and turn them into 
bretolles, crossing the shoulders and 
meeting just above tho waist, back and 
front.

Ten thousand empty cases from the 
Skeena for canneries on the Fraser, 1,500 
caseB of salmon from the Standard can- 
nery on the Skeena for Victoria, and a 
valuable lot of furs from the upper part 
of the Skeena, formed the freight of the 
steamer PrinceBB Louise on her return 
from northern British Columbia ports. 
She called on the Fraser en route to dis 
charge bor empties, and on this account 
did not arrive here until about eleven 
o'clock yesterday morning. Numerous 
vessels on tbeir way north with passen- 
gers for the Yukon goldlields were met, 
The old George E. Starr was seen at 
Alert Bay on Saturday. She waB also 
seen at Bella Bella, and was there 
going to remain over the next night 
The Rapid Transit, another of the north 
bound fleet, was seen leaving Bella Bella 
The Rosalie was Been a little above 
Alert Bay ; the Willamette just a little 
above the Skeena; and another ship 
with black hull and brown upper works 
was seen off Cape Mudge. Capt. Sears, 
of the Louise, says be endeavored to 
keep a memorandum of all he had seen 
in his log book, but discovered that he 
was filling up every spare page, and dis 
continued the task. One, however, 
which asked to be reported was the tug 
Pioneer, which bad two scows in tow 
and which was passed when about 
through Millbank Sound. News of the 
burning of a large Chinese shack on the 
upper Naas and of the narrow escape 
from burning of its occupants was brought 
by the Louise. The fire occurred on 
Tuesday night from the explosion of a 
lamp and many of the Chinamen living 
in the house made their escape in 
nakedness, not being able to save enough 
of their clothing to come down on the 
Bteamer in. The Louise's passengers

BUSINESS IMPROVING,

Even thus early in the 
season there is a good demand from 
widely distributed points, with a pros 
pect that it will enlarge later on, and 
this has given riBe to a very hopeful 
feeling. Lumber and coastwise freights 
have displayed much firmness, due to a 
variety of causes, not the leaBt being the 
mining excitement at Klondyke, in the 
Canadian Northwest, which indirectly 
has been the meanB of taking nearly all 
available steamers and sailing vessels off 
the market."

FISH TRAPS AND NETS. 

A Salmon Canner Gives His VlewB of the 
Comparative Waste Caused by the 
Two Methods of Taking Salmon. 

" If the Dominion government would 
permit the use of fish traps there would 
be a cannery at full blast at Beechey 
Bay by thiB time next year," said Mr. 
H. A. Munn yesterday in a conversation 
relative to the salmon canning business. 
Mr. Munn has lately returned from a 
visit to the cannery operated by hiB 
company on the other aide of tho lino, 
where the use of traps is allowed and is 
in a position to speak authoritatively as 
to the comparative waste caused by the 
two methods of taking salmon— by gill 
nets and by fish wheel. 

" After seeing the trapB in operation 
I took a trip up the Eraser and had a 
look at the canneries on that river, and 
incidentally at the waste of fish that 
nolen volens forces itself on the observa- 
tion of all who travel that waterway. 
Why all along tho banks thousands 
upon thousands of fish are rotting 
in the sun and the resulting stench these 
hot days must be something frightlul. 
Fish offal does not cut a figure in this 
matter, it is simply the immense num- 
ber of whole salmon which have in most 
cases been thrown away by the fiBher- 
men who have been unable to sell all 
their nets would catch. This year the 
number of fish that the canneries would 
take from each boat was limited to 150. 
Very often the very first haul of the 
seines would bring in over a hundred 
sometimes very nearly the requisite 150, 
and the Becond dip to complete the 
requisite load would result in taking 
many more than could be sold ; as a con- 
quence this surplus was simply thrown 
away. In the neighborhood of Steveston 
matters are in a very bad Btate owing to 
these dead salmon, and I don't see how 
anybody could successfully maintain 
that the waste caused by fish-wheels is 
anything like that caused by the nets. 

" There iB practically no waste at all 
where the traps are used except that 
all hump-back salmon are thrown away 
and as this class of fish has no commer- 
cial value, its destruction cannot be call- 
ed waste in the same sense aB that which 
has gone on in this province. With 
the trapB any surplus that accumulates 
can be kept in a pound for fully a week 
if this contrivance iB built in such a posi- 
tion that the tide water flows through 
it. In fact to run a cannery economic- 
ally there is no other way than by the 
use of traps, and if we were permitted to 
use them it would mean tho establish 
ment of many cannerieB along the coast 
of the southern part of Vancouver island. 
The immense shoals of salmon which 
visit Beechy Bay every year would then 
be of some benefit to Victoria, whereas, 
as it is now they simply pass here and 
are trapped at Anacortea and other 
points on the American Bide," 

This led Mr. Munn to make the Btato- 
ment with which this article begins and 
he went on to Bay that the recent "cap 
swallowing " of the nets of a poor Indian 
at Beechy bay, the other day by govern- 
ment officials waa an outrage as tho few 
hundreds taken by the use of a reef net 
and sold to consumers in this city was 
not to be compared with tho woeful 
waste going on in other parts of the 
province — particularly when the si washes 
were earning an honest penny.
